To the Chairman and Members of the Darton Urban District Council 
Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to present to you my first Annual Report on the 
health and social conditions of your district for the year ended 31st 
December, 1966, 

The vital statistics for your area are on the whole satisfactory. 

' There was a reduction in the number of stillbirths this year and 
consequently some improvement in the stillbirth rate for the district. 
The infants who died did so mainly in the early neo-natal period, 
nevertheless, there was some improvement in the peri-natal mortality 
figure for the year, 

Fewer infectious diseases were notified during the year, mainly due 
to the reduced incidence of Measles compared with the previous year, It 
is indeed gratifying to have to report no case of Poliomyelitis, food 
poisoning or enteric fever during the year, The immunisation statistics 
are very satisfactory and it is evident that the parents of young 
children in the district are taking advantage of the service which is 
available in the area. 

I would like to express my appreciation to the Chairman and Members 
of the Health Committee for their keen interest in Public Health and for 
the help and encouragement given to me at all times. I enjoy a first 
class working relationship with your Chief Public Health Inspector, Mr. I. 
Fieldhouse, and with your Clerk. 

Finally, may I express my thanks to the Senior Clerk and Staff of the 
Divisional Health Office for the help they have given me in preparing this 
report and for their loyal support at all times,

VITAL STATISTICS 


Population 


The Registrar General's estimated population at mid 1966 was 15,060 
showing an increase of 40 over the mid 1965 figure. The natural increase 
in population showing the number of births over deaths was 76, compared 
with 109 in the previous year.

The number of live births registered was 10 less than in 1965, As 
for the previous years the Registrar General supplied a comparability 
factor which relates the proportion of women of child-bearing age in the 
district with the proportion of women in a standard population, The crude 
birth rate multiplied by the figure gives an adjusted birth rate which is 
comparable with the birth rate for the country as a whole. The adjusted 
birth rate for your district last year was 16.6 per 1,000 estimated popula- 
tion, as compared with 17.3 per 1,000 estimated population for 1965 and with 
17.7 per 1,000 estimated population for England and Wales, 

Illegitimate births represented 4.3% of total births, compared with 
5.7% in the previous year. 


Stillbirths 


5 stillbirths were notified in 1966, compared with 7 in the previous 
year. The stillbirth rate was 19.4 per 1,000 total births, compared with 
25.9 per 1,000 total births in 1965 and with 15.4 per 1,000 total births 
in England and Wales, 

Of the 5 stillbirths recorded during the year, 4 were of very low 
birth weight and their chances of survival, had they lived, would have 
been very small indeed, All the stillbirths were delivered in hospital. 
It is pleasing to record a fall in stillbirths and the fact that your 
stillbirth rate is now approaching that for England and Wales. 
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Deaths 


The adjusted death rate, which is the crude death rate multiplied 
by the comparability factor, was 14.8 per 1,000 estimated population as 
compared with 12,9 estimated population in 1965 and with 11.7 per 1,000 
estimated population for England and Wales. There were 177 deaths among 
the inhabitants of your district, 23 more than in the previous year. 

The principal causes of death in order of numerical importance were 
heart and circulatory, cancer and respiratory diseases. Statistics 
relating to death rates and causes of death in age groups are given in 
tabular form at the end of the section. 


Infant Mortality end Peri-natal Mortality 


There were 6 infant deaths in your area in 1966, giving an infant 
death rate of 23.7, aS compared with 19.0 per 1,000 live births in 1965 
and with 19.0 per 1,000 for England and Wales. 5 of the deaths occurred 
in the neo-natal period. The peri-natal mortality rate was 31,0, compared 
with 53.3 in the previous year, and with 25.1 for the West Riding County 
area.

It is interesting to note that all six of the notified infant deaths 
occurred in the male sex, Of the neo-natal deaths, 3 occurred in the first 
week of life, they were all premature babies by weight with consequently a 
poor chance of survival. Two infants died as a result of congenital 
malformations, The peri-natal mortality rate has fallen slightly, but is 
still higher than that of the administrative County. I hope that the better 
education of the expectant mother, improved ante-natal care by midwives and 
family doctors working as a team, together with environmental improvements, 
e.g. new housing, will cause a further reduction in this rate in the near 
future, 
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Maternal Mortality 


There was one death from maternal causes. The maternal death rate 
was 3,88 per 1,000 total births, as against 0.26 per 1,000 for England 
and Wales. I regret to have to report a maternal death occurring in the 
district during the year. The death unfortunately was not preventable 
during the ante-natal period.

Laboratory Service 


The laboratory service was provided by the Public Health Laboratory 
in Wakefield - a national service under the control of the Medical Research 
Council. The laboratory is equipped to deal with all bacteriological and 
pathological examinations, and a complete investigation is undertaken and 
report furnished for every specimen sent for examination, 

Samples of milk taken under the Food and Drugs Act for chemical 
analysis were examined by the Public Analyst at the expense of the County 
Council,

PREVALENCE AND CONTROL OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


The incidence of notifiable infectious diseases in 1966 amounted to 
144 cases, compared with 348 in the previous year, The main reason for 
the reduction in notified cases was a fall in the incidence of Measles 
notification during the year,

Scarlet Fever 


10 cases of Scarlet Fever were notified during the year, compared 
with 15 in the previous year. 


Paratyhoid Fever and Food Poisoning 


It is pleasing to note that no notifications in respect of these diseases 


were received during the year. The improvement in the preparation and 
packaging and the hygienic handling of food have no doubt played a part in 
producing this happy state of affairs. 
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Measles 


131 cases were notified during the year mostly occurring in the 
third quarter, this compares with the previous year when 312 cases 
were notified. 


Smao]..pox 


No case of Smallpox occurred during the year. 170 people were 
vaccinated against the disease in 1966 compared with 114 in 1965. 


Diptheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus 


No case of Diphtheria occurred during the year, but 5 cases of 
Whooping Cough were notified compared with 14 in the previous year. 
Immunisation against Diphtheria remained at a satisfactory level, by 
the end of the year 69.7% of the population under the age of 15 years 
had been immunised and when analysed this comprises 80.8% of pre-school 
children and 64,2% of school children, 

Stimulated by the outbreak of Whooping Cough in 1964, the 
immunisation figures for Whooping Cough showed a very substantial 
improvement with 92.8% of all pre-school children immunised against the 
disease, This represents an increase of 1% over the previous year. 

Immmisation against Tetanus again showed a decrease with 302 
children receiving primary immunisation and 201 receiving boosters, 
compared with 452 and 329 respectively in 1965. 

The immunisation figures for Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus 
for the district are on the whole entirely satisfactory, particularly 
in the pre-school children, I can confidently say that it is extremely 
unlikely that an outbreak of Diphtheria or Whooping Cough will occur 
whilst these figures remain at such a high level. 


Poliomyelitis 


No case of Acute Poliomyelitis occurred during the year. During 
the year 255 children received a primary course of vaccination consisting 
of three doses. This brings the total number protected with three doses 
since the beginning of the scheme to 5,608, and of these 1,494 
children of primary school age had received a fourth dose, 156 of these 
being carried out during 1966. 


Tuberculosis 


There were 3 new cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis notified during 
the year exactly the same as in the previous year. One death occurred 
from the disease during the year, 

Bach year the opportunity is given for each child entering a Senior 
School in the district to have a preliminary tuberculin test followed 
if necessary by vaccination with B.C.G. vaccine against Tuberculosis, I 
hope that parents will continue to allow their children to receive this 
valuable protection,

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHIEF PUBLIC HRALTH 
INSPECTOR AND CLHANSING SUPERINTENDENT 
FOR THE YEAR 1966 


To the Chairman and Members of the Darton Urban District Council 


Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen, 


This is my 20th annual report and its form of presentation follows 
the same sectional pattern as in previous years. 


Rach section indicates the attention we gave in the year 1966 
to our many and varied duties, and this Annual Report, will, I hope, 
like its predecessors, be considered to be part of the history of 
our cxea as far as health matters are concerned. 


it ig so easy to pick up an old Annual Report and read that in 
the year so and so, such and such an improvement took place, and then 
reflect on it and, because it has since then become our way of life, 
wonder why it wasn't introduced many years earlier, This is what prompts 
me to think that an Annual Report should also allow the author to 
reveal his own hopes that certain matters relative to improved public 
health should be being pursued now so that the desired improvement can 
be planned for and secured much earlier, This is why you will find in 
some of the following Sections that I try to express my hopes that trends 
which I feel are taking us in the right direction should be pursued 
right now so that we can aim to secure even healthier conditions for 
our people at a much earlier date. 


Every year. brings a spate of new legislation and new ideas and 
1966 was no exception. Every piece of new legislation brings extra 
work and responsibility, I hope that the following pages will provide 
examples of this and will also show that in spite of it we still manage 
to perform our older duties with efficiency. 


ENVIRONMENTAL HYGIENE SECTION 


This Section covers a very wide field as the following paragraphs 
will show, and it is a vital aspect of public health work recognised as 
long ago as 1875 in the old Public Health Act. The matters we deal with 
all reflect on the well-being of individuals within a community. People 
can turn to us if they have a complaint and we always do our utmost to 
help them in our aims to secure better environmental conditions, If such 
a service did not exist the rat population would increase unchecked, flies 
and other pests would swarm into our homes, bad landlords would take 
advantage not to carry out repairs, choked drains would go unattended and 
on the whole we would be back in the dark ages when disease and early 
death were rampant. We have still a long way to go in our attempts to 
achieve even better conditions however than at present and in this respect 
I refer particularly to atmospheric pollution, We do keep trying to combat 
this nuisance however because we know it is one of the most vital missing 
links of public health, Noise nuisances are also a newly recognised hazard. 
The following paragraphs however will show the efforts we made in 1966 under 
this important heading of Environmental Hygiene. 


Nuisances and Complaints 
329 complaints were received and investigated during 1966 and 511 


nuisances of a varying nature likely to be prejudicial to health, were 
discovered, dealt with and subsequently abated, 
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House Repairs 


550 visits and re-visits were made in order to secure the repair 
of 216 houses which had become the subject of sanitary notices for 
varying defects.

The Council have a contract with a private firm of rodent exterminators 
who treat the sewers twice a year. 

It is interesting to note that the number of reports received at the 
office informing us of the existence of rats numbered 80 and this is less 
than the number in previous years. I can only assume that the sewer 
treatments are proving effective and thereby being reflected by the reduced 
number of complaints. 


Insect _ Pests 


Every help to all who seek it is given by my department to eradicate 
flies, wasps, crickets, cockroaches, ants, silverfish and other insect pests. 
Adequate supplies of up-to-date insecticides are kept in stock, and free 
issues are made to householders willing to help themselves to eradicate such 
pests. 30 householders took advantage of this service during 1966, 
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Clean Air 


Apparatus sited in the Council Offices continued to record the degree 
of pollution in the local air. Daily readings are made of the amount of 
acidity present and these are forwarded to the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research who collate similar information from all parts 
of the country for purposes of record and comparison. Other apparatus 
at the rear of the Council Offices records the deposits of rainfall and 
soot, and the monthly readings of this apparatus are as follows:-

The figure of 134 tons of soot deposits per square mile is a reduction 
from last year's figure of 141. 

In my last Report = bemoaned the fact that there were still no smoke 
control orders within our designated "black area" of Darton, I also 
pointed out that because we are a coal mining community it was not 
unnatural that a certain amount of antagonism existed against those who 
favoured a cleaner atmosphere. Constant pressure from the Ministry however 
together with that from many ratepayers in the area who do believe in clean 
air, resulted in the Council reaching a decision of compromise on this 
vexed problem in 1966. On the 22nd February on the recommendation of the 
Health Committee, the Council passed a resolution to the effect that where 
plans are deposited with the Council showing the proposed building of 
approximately 20 houses the site be immediately declared a smoke tontrol 
area and submitted to the Ministry for confirmation, This is indeed 
"history' of the kind I mention in my opening remarks to this Report and 
this was certainly the highlight of events of 1966 because before the end 
of the year we found we had as many as seven such areas submitted for 
confirmation,two of which were subsequently confirmed and came into 
operation on the lst December. I am pleased also to report that the Council 
recognised the wishes of the majority of residents in a certain section of 
the Staincross area and in September declared that that particular area of 
152 existing houses be also submitted for confirmation, The 'break- 
through' had at last been achieved and the enthusiasm we felt in my 
Department enabled us to cheerfully absorb the extra work entailed, I only 
hope tacre will be a progressive continuation of this policy because I 
know its results will in time reflect very favourably indeed on the good 
health of all who breathe the Darton air, 


Still on the subject of clean air, there are duties to perform 
relative to the emission of smoke and fumes from industrial premises, It 
is the duty of local authorities to receive notifications and approve the 
installation of new furnaces in business premises and to determine the 
heights of proposed new factory chimneys serving such boilers. During 1966 
the following were dealt with:

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Finally, the Council continues to subscribe to the West Riding 
Clean Air Advisory Council and the National Clean Air Society. 


Noise Abatement 


Only one complaint of noise nuisance was received in 1966 and this 
was from an air compressor unit at the Redbrook Colliery. [Eventually this 
was dealt with and although the noise could not he completely eradicated 
the steps taken by the National Coal Board led to no further complaints. 


Water Supplies 


Only four of our 5,094 dwellings etc., are not on the public mains 
water supplies. Their sources are from natural springs which are tested 
yearly in case pollution occurs. 

On rare occasions we receive complaints of doubtful or discoloured 
water supplies from the mains and a particulary troublesome one in the 
Barugh Lane area led to a great deal of investigation by the Barnsley 
Water Undertakers before the cause was revealed and a solution found. 


Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 


As a vital part of environmental hygiene mention must be made of this 
subject. The Council's Engineer and Surveyor is responsible for the 
sewerage system and the disposal of the sewage at the Sewage Works, whilst 
my department keeps an eye on the 33 privately owned septic tanks and 2 
cesspools, The Surveyor has submitted a special report to the Council to 
the effect that major extensions are needed at the Sewage Works to cope 
with the ever-growing number of newly-built houses and industrial premises. 
A scheme has been prepared for these major extensions and approval of the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government is awaited. Schemes are also 
in the course of preparation for the provision of new trunk sewers to 
serve the Higham, Barugh Green, Gawber, Darton and Kexborough areas.

Houses built in 1966 


92 houses were built by private enterprise and 4 old people's one- 
bedroom bungalows were built by the Council. The Council own 26.2% of 
all houses in the area, 
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House Repairs and Improvements 


As reported in the section on Environmental Hygiene 216 houses 
were repaired in 1966 which had become the subject of sanitary notices. 
No applications were received from aggrieved tenants for certificates 
of disrepair under the 1957 Rent Act. Greater efforts continued to be 
made to persuade house owners to take advantage of the Grants for Standard 
improvements and by the end of the year the following improvements had 
been recorded:—

and because we feel that the better amenities which are offered so cheaply 
are necessary to the health and comfort of everyone, greater efforts will 
be made in 1967 to publicise these Grants. The new Housing Act 1964 
which allows Councils to declare Improvement Areas was very much in ny 
mind during the year but the Council continued with its policy of awaiting 
owners to come forward voluntarily rather than apply the new compulsory 
powers, Tenants themselves however may eventually force the issue as 

was seen in December when informal appeals were made to the Council relating 
to a whole block of twenty-nine houses, upon which the Council called for 
my special recommendations on how to deal with the matter. 1967 may 
provide the answer, 


Back—to-Back and Single-Back Houses 


By the end of the year there remained only 13 back-to-back houses in 
the area and 98 single-back houses. Whenever opportunity arises we try 
to secure the abolition of such houses by improvement grants or, if the 
cost of improvement is prohibitive the houses are either closed or 
demolished under the slum clearance programme, 


Caravan Dwellings 


The Council do not encourage this form of sub-standard housing 
accommodation as permanent residences and have adopted strict standards 
to be complied witi. as recommended by the Caravan Act. At the beginning 
of the year three site licences were in operation covering a total of 
five vans but two of the licences expired (two vans) leaving one site 
only by the end of the year, On the odd occasions in 1966 travelling 
nomads' vans made their stops in the area but little trouble was experienced 
in moving them on, 


Slum Clearance 


The high costs of new house building together with a shortage of 
suitable building land has for years retarded progress on slum clearance 
and for these reasons the Council have been unable to adopt a clear and 
definite programme to get rid of the slum houses in the area, The same 
position continued during 1966 and although every alternate council house 
re-let continued to be allocated specifically to slum clearance very slow 
progress was actually made. In April I submitted a special report on the 
problem and prepared lists of (a) those 74 slum houses which are Priorities 
and ought to be cleared within five years and (b) those which will 
inevitably deteriorate as the years go by until they too will have to be 
promoted to priority. I am pleased to report that the Council resolved 
to make every effort to re-house the occupiers of the 74 houses on Priority 
within the next five years which leads me to hope that new efforts will 
now be made to obtain suitable building land and that a special allocation 
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of newly built houses will go to slum clearance in order to successfully 
achieve this five-year target. The following table actually shows the 
progress made by the end of the year.

These results were achieved by the successful system of allocating 
alternate re-lets of Council houses to slum clearance and by the’ co-operation of 
Councillors who sometimes allocated their own Ward re-lets to slum 
clearance families. 


In 1965 the Council adopted the policy that if the owner of a 
slum house sought to renovate his house to comply with the'twelve 
points of fitness' he would be allowed to do so and thereby save his 
house from demolition. Permission was granted in 1966 to three owners 
affecting four houses and by the end of the year the necessary work had 
commenced and one owner even succeeded in completing the work and gaining 
a revocation of the Closing Order previously placed on his house, 


With regard to the search for suitable building land I have long 
held the view that until this is forthcoming in sizeable areas on which 
to build new estates every effort should be made to pursue the possibility 
of re-building on those small sites rendered derelict by the demolition 
of the odd block of slum property. This system of in-filling would restore 
the tidy compactness of our streets and even improve them as more sightly, 
The close proximity of the gas, electric, water and sewerage services 
might easily off-set the feared increased costs of building by this method 
and a further advantage is that we could re-house other slum families 
from nearby without disturbing their ‘roots' in that locality. In 1966 
the Council themselves leaned a little towards this idea and even began 
negotiations to secure two sites,one in Spark Lane, Mapplewell and another 
in Intake Lane, Gawber, Time will tell whether the idea proves successful. 


Overcrowding 


This social problem obviously exists but not to a large extent in this 
area. The only effort which can be reported is that in the re-letting of 
Council houses the fact that a family is overcrowded plays an important 
part in the selection of successful applicants.

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INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION OF FOOD SUPPLIES SECTION 


The varying duties we perform under this heading are most important 
to the health and well-being of every man, woman and child within the 
area. I find that most people are unaware of the efforts we make on their 
behalf to ensure that their food and drink are clean, pure and safe, This 
section deals with the work done in 1966 on this important subject. 


Meat Supplies, Inspections and Condemnations 


One of our most important duties is to inspect the carcases and offal 
of all animals slaughtered for food within the urban district. Two 
slaughterhouses are licensed for this purpose namely Brown's in Mapplewell 
and Birkinshaw's in Darton. Our first duty is to see that these premises 
are structurally suitable and are kept clean and hygienic at all times, 

We always make certain that 100 per cent of the animals killed are 
thoroughly examined for the presence of disease or other abnormality. That 
which is found to be unfit for human consumption is cut down, strongly 
dyed to distinguish it from the good, and then destroyed. Meat which is 
passed as fit is clearly marked with an approval stamp indicating that it 
has been thoroughly inspected by a qualified meat inspector. Most meat 
sold in the severteen butchers shops and the several mobile shops hawking 
in the area however is obtained from the Barnsley Abattoir where I know 
the same degree of efficient wspection is carried out as we do here. The 
following table gives details of the animals slaughtered in our two 
Slaughterhouses during 1966:-

At the end of the year 13 slaughtermen appeared in our register as 
being fit and proper persons to hold licences to stun animals intended for 
food. All licences are issued annually on payment of a nominal fee. 


Milk Supplies 


33 milk distributors are registered by the Council. Hight of these 
deliver from door to door and the remainder retail milk in sealed containers 
only from twenty-two shops throughout the area, Although we have 10 
dairy farms in the district all their milk is sold to either the Co-operative 
or the Express Dairies who supply most of the milk to the urban district, 
There are no milk heat treatment plants within the area. 


Milk Sampling 


Sampling for quality is undertaken by the West Riding County Council 
but we regularly carry out the sampling of milk entering the Area to 
determine that it has been produced under hygienic conditions, and in the 
case of heat treated milk to determine whether or not it has been properly 
produced in accordance with the Milk (Special Designation) Regulations, 
Details of the 25 samples taken in 1966 are as follows:-

Details of the two failures were reported to the Ministry's Area Milk 
Production Officer who I have no doubt pursued the matter to a satisfactory 
conclusion, 


Milks which are not heat treated may contain the disease germs of 
tuberculosis or brucellosis and these too need examining from time to time, 
Results of our sampling for these purposes are as follows:-

Ice-Cream Supplies 


There are no manufacturers of ice-cream in the district, but 50 shops 
are registered for the sale and storage of this popular commodity. All 
of them retail the prepacked products of well-known manufacturers, Ice- 
cream is also retailed from mobile vans whose proprietors are also well 
known to us. 


Ice-Cream Sampling 


In order to ascertain that the many different makes of ice-cream sold 
in the area are clean and safe we obtain samples from time to time and 
submit them for examination to the Public Health Laboratory. 24 such samples 
and 3 samples of ice-lollies were taken in 1966 and all were reported to be 
satisfactory. 
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Other Foods — Inspections and Sampling 


The sampling of other foods to ascertain whether or not they are 
of the nature, substance or quality to satisfy the requirements of the 
Food and Drugs Acts is done by the officers of the West Riding County 
Council but the fitness or otherwise of these foods for human 
consumption falls within our scope of duties. Our advice is often 
sought by canteen manageresses and by housewives who are doubtful of 
their purchases and by shopkeepers who prefer to secure a ruling on 
the fitness or otherwise of their commodities. We are always ready 
to give advice or take the necessary remedial action to safeguard the 
people's food supplies. There are also the occasions when foreign 
bodies are found in foodstuffs as instanced in 1966 when a stone was 
found in a Christmas pudding and a loaf of bread contained mould spores. 
On these occasions we go to a great deal of trouble to seek fair 
solutions and provide safeguards against future similar occurrences, No 
court proceedings were instituted in 1966. 


Food Premises 


An essential link in the chain of the safeguarding of food supplies 
is that all premises in which food is manufactured, stored and sold must 
conform to the highest possible standards of hygiene. One of our duties 
as public health officers is to keep records of all such premises and to 
try to visit them regularly to ensure that the law relating to clean foods 
is adhered to. Some are even required to be specifically registered such 
as those where sausages, potted, preserved foods etc., are manufactured. 
Ice-cream premises too, require registration, whilst Slaughterhouses require 
to be licensed and the licence renewed annually. Full details of the 
food premises in the Darton area are as follows:- 


70 General Food Shops — All comply with regulation 16 insofar as 
they have a washbasin in the shop portion of the premises separate from 
the domestic portion if they happen also to be house/shops. Regulation 19 
requiring sinks for the washing of food and equipment is not considered to 
apply to these premises. 

21 Catering Establishments - comprising 2 cafes, 6 factory canteens, 
4 school canteens, 3 school reception kitchens, 3 clinics, 2 public 
houses and one club, All are required to comply with Regulations 16 and 
19, and do so. 

9 Bakehouses - eight of which are factory bakehouses which comply 
with Regulations 16 and 19, and the other is a domestic bakehouse. 

14 Registered Food Preparing Premises —- for the manufacture of 
sausages, potted and preserved foods, 12 of these are at butchers! 
premises, one is a pickle factory and the other is a fried fish shop 
where freshly cooked meat pies etc., can also be bought over the counter, 
All comply with Regulations 16 and 19, 

17 Butchers Shops - Four of the five which are not registered food 
preparing premises comply with Regulation 16. The fifth, after repeated 
warnings to the proprietors regarding its unsatisfactory state of hygiene 
was voluntarily closed down at the end of the year, 

13 Fried Fish Shops - All are required to comply with Regulations 
16 and 19, and do so. 

28 Public Houses and Clubs - All are required to comply with 
Regulations 16 and 19 and do so. 

2 Slaughterhouses - both comply with the licensing requirements 
and are provided with washbasins and sinks, 

50 premises registered for the sale and storage of ice-cream - All 
are also general food shops and all sell wrapped ice-cream which does not 
require them to comply with Regulation 19. 


(The special references made with regard to Regulations 16 and 19 
are given at the request of the Ministry of Health) 


Generally speaking the standard of hygiene in the above food premises 
is good but there are some which require our attention more than others 
mainly because the occupier is troubled with staff shortages or the 
premises themselves are not modern enough to lend themselves to being 
readily kept clean. 
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Mobile Food Shops 


44 inspections were made of the many mobile shops hawking foods 
of various kinds within the area. Although 87 hawkers are registered 
with the Council under the West Riding County Council (General Powers) 
Act 1951 the actual number was found to be far from accurate when we 
made the necessary preliminary moves towards the end of the year to be 


ready to apply the new Food Hygiene (Markets, Stalls and Delivery Vehicles) 


Regulations1966 when they come into force on the lst January, 1967. 
Hawkers' storage premises were also kept under review throughout 1966. 
Indeed, one hawker whose premises were found to be hygienically 
unsatisfactory was actually deprived of his hawker's licence by the 
Council and he went out of the food business. 


Public Houses and Clubs 


Because food and drinks are supplied and consumed on these premiscs 
they are subject to the food regulations and therefore received the 
surveillance of your inspectors in 1966.

PUBLIC CLEANSING SECTION 


The department is responsible for the collection and disposal of 
all refuse from 5,094 houses and nearly 300 business premises, the 
cleansing of two cesspools and 7 pail closets, the sweeping and gully 
emptying of nearly 25 miles of non-county roads, anc the collection of 
salvage from houses and shops. Intermittent duties also arise like 
tipsoil spreading, tip fencing, depot and vehicle maintenance and the 
snow clearing of roads and streets of half the district in winter time, 
(The other half is undertaken by the Highways Department), The keeping 
of the necessary records throughout the year facilitates the preparation 
of this section of my Report. 

It is worthy of special mention at this point that in 1966 we were 
successful in persuading the owner of one of the three remaining 
cesspools to co-operate with the Council in its abolition. This was the 
one at the Doctor's house and surgery at Barugh Green which would have 
continued to be the liability of the Council for its emptying as long 
as the premises existed. The costs of connecting the new drainage system 
to the sewer will therefore be eventually recovered, 
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Staff and Hours Worked 


The total cleansing staff numbered sixteen men throughout 1966, 
comprising one staff supervisor, one driver mechanic (who is also in 
charge of the cleansing depot), three refuse vehicle drivers and eleven 
labourers. The forty hour five-day week came into operation on the 
lst January and the total number of hours actually worked was 29,4174. 
2,549 hours were lost through annual holidays and a further 2, 4917 hours 
were lost through sickness and other causes, The latter Panes is 
2067 hours less than last year. 

Reluctantly I have to report that a certain amount of dissention 
occurred during the year shortly after the 40 hour week came into 
operation, The splendid co-operation I had received from the bin men 
at the very beginning to successfully operate these reduced hours 
prompted me to grant that section of the staff the concession of 
leaving work when each day's bin stint was completed. When however 
they themselves broke the conditions under which they were allowed to 
leave work early I had no alternative but to order them to revert to 
the full 40 hour week, Unfortunately the ill-feeling which arose from 
this incident continued throughout the whole of 1966 and even led to 
other difficulties which necessitated bringing in the men's Union 
representatives to negotiate a solution. Unfortunately very little 
progress was made and the year ended with no real satisfaction for 
either side. 


Protective Clothing 


Two boiler suits are issued to every man each year as protective 
clothing and when engaged on snow clearing or on tip work each man is 
equipped with gum boots. leather gloves and eye shields are also available 
to the men who find it necessary to use same in their work. 


Vehicles 


The department operates one modern 14 cubic-yard Shelvoke and Drewry 
Fore and Aft tipper, two seven cubic-yard Dennis refuse vehicles and a 
Dennis multi-purpose vehicle which is used for street sweeping, cesspool 
emptying, snow clearing ana other miscellaneous duties. 17,708 miles 
were travelled by the vehicles in 1966. The fifteen year old Dennis 
is to be replaced early in 1967 with a Karrier, Derby type vehicle and 
the multi-purpose vehicle is also to be replaced by a smaller Karrier 
Derby type refuse vehicle at about the same time. 


Cleansing Depot 


The depot is centrally situated at Barugh and is comprised of a garage 
and repair shop, stores, a messroom and a paper baling shed. The Council's 
mechanic is also the Depot Supervisor and he lives on site, unfortunately 
in a poor type of very old house, The Housing Repairs Department and 
the Highways Department also share the Depot and it is considered by the 
heads of departments that certain extensions and improvements ought to be 
made including the erection of two new dwellinghouses, one for the depot 
supervisor and the other for a 'key' man of one of the other departments. 
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Refuse Collection 


Apart from holiday times when our system is unavoidably disturbed, 
every refuse receptacle is emptied weekly. Total receptacles emptied 
in 1966 were as follows:-

The Paper Sack System is still operating quite well. In June a 
further 730 properties were converted to the system so that by the 
year end we were emptying 2,961 sacks as against 2,420 old fashioned 
type dustbins. The Council plan to extend the scheme until all 
dwellinghouses at least are served by the paper sack system, I need 
hardly repeat my last year's remarks that on this method less men can 
empty more receptacles, every householder gets a clean fresh container 
for each week's refuse, the collectors' lot is cleaner and there is 
less dust and noise when collections take place. Fewer people take 
the trouble to criticise the system than in its earlier days but more 
and more people now make a point of praising its advantages and the 
improvements it has brought, The cost of providing a clean paper sack 
to each house every week is of course by no means negligible but 
improvements, particularly in the field of hygiene, must cost something 
and I feel in this matter that the cost is well worthwhile. As more 
and more Wards are included in the scheme however the costs will be 
relatively reduced. 


Refuse Disposal 


Refuse continued to be disposed of on three refuse tips owned by 
the Council at Blacker, Bloomhouse and the abandoned canal at Barugh. 
A fourth tip at the Barugh railway cutting is rented. Tipping finished 
in the canal in 1966 and I would now like to see it properly levelled 
over and then disposed of to the neighbouring farmer. Blacker Tip almost 
reached the end of its useful life by the end of the year and I would like 
to see that too treated in the same way. Bloomhouse is also nearly worked 
out. The railway cutting continued to be used spasmodically throughout 
the year but that too offers no lengthy future. Fortunately I have 
successfully negotiated a new tipping site at the rear of the demolished 
coke ovens in Claycliffe Road but this I fear has a life of not more 
than four or five years. Which brings me to repeat the remarks I made 
in last year's Annual Report to the effect that our present system of 
tipping crude refuse with its never ending search for new tipping sites 
ought soon to be abandoned in favour of a specially built incinerator 
plant. This I think is one of the improvements people will say we ought 
to have gone in for years ago. I am also swayed to this opinion year 
after year when I see the unavoidable conditions which prevail on tips. 
They are breeding grounds for rats, flies, cockroaches and other pests. 
They smell abominably and they constantly catch fire, The slightest 
breeze scatters paper and other debris and causes unsightliness on 
neighbouring ground, Refuse tips are an attrastionto tatters and 
scroungers, and it always amazes me that children consider them to be 
happy playgrounds, JI could also mention the hazards they present to our 
refuse vehicles whose tyres are repeatedly damaged by the inevitable 
presence of broken glass, It will be argued that a properly controlled 
refuse tip is the cheapest and a most satisfactory system of disposing of 
a township's refuse but to prove this one must have an unlimited supply 
of covering soil, an efficient machine (albeit costly) to spread the 
refuse, cover it with the soil and consolidate to a satisfactory surface, 
and of course, to have a tip-man who will perform these operations in a 
conscientious manner, If therefore we cannot have an incinerator plant 
I trust the Council will accept the fact that I shall consider it my 
duty to aim for more money to be spent on better equipment to enable me 
to operate our refuse tips more hygienically in the future. 
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Bin Bonus Scheme 


This scheme, unlike the Salvage bonus scheme, is confined to 
those men engaged on the emptying of refuse receptacles, They receive 
a bonus on every receptacle collected above a weckly target of 4,800 
with the result that less men are now employed on refuse collection 
duties. By the end of the year what men were employed received as 
much as 28/94 each per week above the normal basic wage. As more 
new houses are built and therefore more receptacles require to be 
emptied so will the men's bonus payments increase. 


Street Sweeping and Snow Clearing 


All non-county roads and streets, a total of nearly 25 miles of 
sweeping area, are our responsibility. Sweeping is done without the 
aid of mechanical equipment and so is gully emptying. A team of men, 
sometimes five or six in number (when sickness etc., do not cause 
depletion of staff) work on a rota of each street strictly in turn and 
by the end of the year our records show that our 103 streets were 
each swept six times and a total of 5,175 gully emptyings were recorded 
during 1966, We even found time to introduce a new system of weed 
control which was found to be needed on some of our pavements. We also 
have 109 street litter bins throughout the area which are emptied as 
frequently as possible and more bins are planned for 1967. 

In wintertime when street sweeping is not possible this team 
naturally devotes its time to salting and gritting work in one half 
of the area (the other half is serviced by the Highways Department). 
We have a Tuke and Bell salt and grit spreading machine fitted to one 
of our vehicles and towards the end of the year the Council purchased 
a new Bunce snow plough. We also have a footpath snow plough which 
has prompted several grateful ratepayers to express their appreciation 
for the services we give in this direction. 

On the whole I feel we are adequately equipped for thissection 
of our work and have given good service on street sweeping, gully 
emptying and snow clearing during 1966. 


Public Cleansing Costs 


Expenditure incurred by the Department during the financial year 
was £12,437 on wages with a further £35,296 for costs of petrol, vehicle 
and depot repairs, tools and equipment, rent and rates, insurances and 
miscellaneous items. 


Abandoned Motor Vshicles 


Each year this problem becomes greater throughout the whole country 
but on four occasions only in 1966 did the Council find it necessary to 
remove abandoned cars to the refuse tip. Many more however could be seen 


in gardens, allotments and backyards but on private property unfortunately 


very little compulsory action can be taken, The Council, mindful of the 


potential growth of this problem, has decided to offer removal and disposal 


services to owners at a nominal charge. 


Salvage Details 


The total income derived in 1966 from the sales of waste paper 
and cardboard was £1,723. This is £70 less than last year due to a 
fall in prices, The few rags collected brought in a further £3, 

The dissention amongst the men, reported in a previous paragraph, 
was actually closely related to their reluctance to bale extra quantities 
of salvage being brought in from a new source, To help solve the problem 
the Council gave instructions for a fixed sum of money from salvage 
income to be regularly deducted so that an electric baling machine could 
be bought to enable the man engaged on salvage baling to cope with 
the extra work, This of course caused an unpopular reduction in the 
Salvage bonuses paid to the workmen but in spite of this an amount 
totalling nearly £580 was paid in bonuses during 1966. 
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Miscellaneous 


The following table shows the various supervisory and administrative 
visits made by your inspectors during 1966 relative to public cleansing. 
They at least indicate that this service has demanded a great deal of 
our time but show no indication of the unusual amount of worry suffered 
in 1966 in the performance of these duties.

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Factories 


The inspections we carry out at factories are mainly concerned 
with the sanitary conveniences provided for the workpeople. 51 such 
inspections were made in 1966 and on two occasions only was it 
necessary to serve written notices to remedy the contraventions found, 


Offices and Shops 


Last year I reported upon the initial work carried out when the new 
Offices and Shops Act came into force, 1966 saw a continuation of this 
work which places upon the Council the responsibility of enforcing 
that offices, shops etc., shall be operated in such a manner that the 
health and well-being of employees shall be safeguarded. The following 
is a summary of the work done by your inspectors and the results obtained 
by the end of the year.

In the Foods Section of this Report I mention our interest in 
these premises from a food hygiene point of view. We also have an 
interest in the customers' toilet facilities at these premises and 
under this Section I now record the tendency in 1966 of proprietors 
to more and more provide internal toilets when improvements are 
being made to such premises, There are still a few public houses 
whose toilets are situated outside in the backyard and this to my 
mind is hardly satisfactory, so whenever we get the opportunity to 
press for internal toilets we do so knowing that these are invariably 
kept in a cleaner and more hygienic condition than those situated 
outside, 


Farns 

All farms in our district are adequately provided with sanitary 
conveniences for their workers. Every assistance is also given towards 
the eradication of rats which often infest these premises. 
Cinena 


The standard of hygiene in the toilets of the only cinema in the 
area continued to be good throughout 1966. 


Pet Animals Act 
One shop exists in the area which is registered under the Pet 


Animals Act. Only the occasional pet bird is kept here until sold. 
Two visits of inspection were made during the year, 


Hairdressers 
Seventeen Ladies and Gents hairdressing premises are registered 
under the West Riding County Council (General Powers) Act. Frequent 


inspections were made in 1966 to see that proper methods of hygiene 
were practised to conform to the Council's bye-laws. 


Betting Shops 


Adequate toilet and hand-washing facilities are our only interest 


in these premises and I am pleased to report that all eight such premises 


have been brought up to the required standard. 


Schools and Places of Worship 


We do not make a practice of carrying out routine inspection of 
the toilet facilities at these premises but we often give advice on 
re-constructional works of drainage and our visits to the kitchen, our 
help on the occasional mouse infestation and our services on refuse 
collections serve to keep us in touch with these premises. 


Hen Batteries 


There are two such premises within the area. The larger of the 
two presented us with a problem of nuisance from offensive smells 
whenever the manure heap had to be removed and ploughed into land 
which happened to be so near to residential properties. The proprietor 
found it difficult to satisfy his neighbours and we ourselves could 
find no real solution to the problem to be fair to both parties. Our 
repeated visits however have led to a great deal more co-operation from 
the proprietor than we ever hoped to achieve in the early stages and 
a real and lasting solution to the problem will continue to be sought. 
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Scrap Metal Dealers Act 1964 


Two scrap metal dealers and one scrap metal business are 
registered with the Council under this Act. No new registrations 
took place in 1966, 


Health Education 


For years I have never refused an invitation to address 
organisations on public health matters in the belief that health 
education plays an important part in a public health inspector's 
duties, and to assist me in my efforts the Council some years ago 
bought a slide projector and screen which have been invaluable on 
these occasions. In 1966 I gave a talk on clean air to the house- 
wives of the Dartonian Women's Club and I also had the honour to be 
invited to address the top class of boys and girls at the Darton 
High School on two occasions. 


Administrative Duties, Office Work, Meetings Attended etc. 


The compilation of an annual report is dependant upon the keeping 
of accurate and readily available records of our activities, My 
Secretary, Mrs, Minnis, in addition to her capabilities as a typist 
is exceptionally good on this work and is very reliable too in her 
dealings with callers at the office when my deputy and I are out on 
the district. 4 certain amount of time however must be spent in the 
office by your inspectors not only to keep our own individual records 
but to interview callers, write letters, do business on the telephone 
and consult with other officials. We find that we had to attend 80 
meetings during 1966, not only to those of the Council and its 
Committees but to some which took us out of the area to such meetings 
as the Clean Air Advisory Council, The South Yorkshire Workable Area 
Committee on Pests Control and local meetings of the Public Health 
Inspectors Association,all of which assisted us to keep up-to-date 
on the many aspects of public health work.

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DIVISIONAL REPORT 


Vital Statistics 


A table of comparable vital statistics is shown for each o: the County districts 
in the Division. This may be of interest to each authority in assessing how each 


stand in relation to each other and in relation tc the County and National statistics. 


Population 

The Registrar General's estimate of the population in the Division at mid 1966 
was 79,530, compared with 79,070 in the previous year. The natural increase in 
population showing the number of births over deaths was 557 in 1966, compared with 


652 in the previous year. 


Births 


The number of live births registered in the Division in 1966 was 1,406, 
Gompared with 1,482 in 1965. This is equivalent to a crude birth rate of 17.7 per 
1,000, compared with 18.7 per 1,000 in the previous year. The number of illegitimate 
births was 75 in 1966. This represents 5.3% of the total births, compared with 5 A% 
in 1965, and 5.3% in 1964. 


Stillbirths 


There were 29 stillbirths during the year, compared with 24 during 1965. This 
Gives a stillbirth rate of 20.2 compared with 15.9 in 1965 and with 15.9 for England 


and Wales. 


Deaths 


The deaths assigned to the Division after the addition and subtraction of inward 
and outward transfers was 849, which was 19 more than in the previous year. This 


Bives a crude death rate for the Division of 10.7 as compared with 10.5 in 1965. 


Maternal Mortality 


There were two deaths from this cause during the year, which occurred in 
Cudworth and Darton. The maternal mortality rate for the Division was 1.39, compared 
With 0.25 for the administrative County and with 0.26 for England and Wales. In 
both cases the death was not preventable during the ante-natal period. The 
divisional figure is in excess of the national average this year but there have been 


years when no maternal death occurred in the Division. 
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Infant Deaths and Peri-natal Mortality Rates 


There were 37 infant deaths in the division in the year, of which 25 occurred 
in the neo-natal period. This compares with 31 and 19 respectively in the previous 
year. These figures represent an infant mortality rate for the division of 26.3, 


compared with 20./ for the previous year and with 19.0 for Imgland and Wales, 


I would like to again draw attention to the fact that of the 18 infant deaths 

' occurring within the first week of life three of them were so premature as to be 

below the age of viability. This.means that had they not breathed they would not 
even have been regarded as stillbirths, but rather as miscarriages and as such would 
“never have entered the official statistics at all. The number of deaths in this 

P category shows an increase this year as compared with the previous year. Prematurity 
was associated with no less than nine deaths in the early neo-natal period, 
“demonstrating the importance of this factor as a contributory cause of death in 
‘early infancy. Of the 37 babies who died under one year of age 30 were born in 


hospital and 7 at home. 


The peri-natal mortality rate for the division was 42.8, compared with 25.1 
for the administrative County. The Rogistrar General has provided a peri-natal rate 
efor England and Wales, which this year represents 26.3. The occurrence of infant 
deaths associated with prematurity is responsible for the relatively high peri-natal 


mortality rate for the year. 


It is interesting to note that the illegitimate infant deaths per 1,000 
Pillegitimate live births = 13.33 for the division,

The number of children examined at routine medical inspection rose during the 
year to a total of 3,254. & divisional table showing the work carried out in this 
connection is shown below. There wes a slight decline in the number of children 
attending theOphthalmic and Har, Nose and Throst Clinics. The attendances at the 


Orthopaedic and Child Guidance Clinics however show a slight increase,

The number of cases attended by domiciliary midwives was 479, compared with 
543 in the previous year. There were 948 institutional confinements, compared with 
939 in 1965. The proportion of patients delivered inhospitals and maternity homes 
rose from 64% to 67% in 1966. The proportion of domiciliary patients receiving 
some form of analgesia was 80% - The trend towards using Trilene instead of Gas 


and ir continued, and in 1966 no patients had Gas and Air, compared with 2 in 1965.

Inte-Natal Clinics 


There was again a fall in the number of women attending West Riding Ante-Natal 
Qlinics and the number of attendances also showed some slight decline. The trend 
yards general practitioners running their own ante-natal clinics, either in their 
own premises or at West Riding Clinics continued and this accounts for the decline 
in the official West Riding Clinics, because such attendances are not reflected in 
ur statistics.

: year. This educational aspect of the work of the domiciliary midwife is becoming 


creasingly imp rtant. 


Infant Welfare Clinics 


Attendances at Infant Welfare Clinics in the Division showed some decrease. 

Turing 1966, 39,137 attendances were made showing a decrease of approximately 8.8% 
over the previous year. The attendances, although rather less than in the previous 
year, nevertheless, are very satisfactory and indicate that good use is being made 


of the clinic facilities available in the area.

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Health Visiting 

The total number of effective visits carried out by Health Visitors and allied 
staff was 18,206. This shows a decline of some 2,278 visits during the year and I 
am sorry to report that the number of visits to childrenunder the age of 5 years 
again showed a decline, I am afraid that this can only reflect the increasing 
difficulty which the Department has experienced in recruiting qualified Heaith 
Visiting staff. Visiting in some areas has had to be on a "selective" basis because 


of increasing staff shortage.

sereening Techniques 


During the year 1,339 babies were tested for the presence of Phenylketonuria, 
all of whom proved negative. This is an important screening technique aimed at 
preventing mental sub-normality developing in a baby who has a positive reaction. 
Ortolani tests were carried out on all babies born in the Division to discover cases 
of congenital dislocation of the hip. If such cases are discovered early the 
treatment is of much shorter duration and the results enormously improved. As a 
result of this screening technique no less than 14 cases were referred to the 
Orthopaedic Surgeon and confirmed as dislocation; thereby qualifying for early 


treatment of the condition, 


Cervical Cytology 


The Cervical Cytology clinic continued to operate throughout the year at 

6 Victoria Road. Sessions were held weekly on Tuesday morning by appointment. The 
Main object of the clinic is to diagnose cancer of the uterine cervix in the early 
stages when treatment is relatively easy and the chances of a permanent cure are 


excellent. During the year 680 women over the age of 30 years attended for the first 
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time, Two early cancers of the uterine cervix were detected and referred to the 
appropriate specialist for treatment, No less than 48 patients were recalled for 
further examination and of these 42 were found to have gynaecological disorders 
requiring treatment and advice. I feel that quite apart from the value of 
detecting early cancer of the female genital tract and other gynaecological 
disorders a good deal of excellent health education takes place at this clinic, 
Women attending frequently ask advice about problems in connection with family 


planning and other topics. 


It is important to note that the breasts are clinically exami rd at the same 
time. Four patients with breast abnormalities were referred to their own family 


doctors for advice, 


Home Nursing Service 

There was an increase in the number of visits carried out by the Home Nursing 
Service during the year. 46,217 visits were made, compared with 42,222 in the 
previous year. This indeed reflects the increasing amount of work done by the 
Home Nursing Service, as I know that with improved liaison with the Geriatric 
Service more difficult cases have frequently been referred to the Home Nurses and 
it is perhaps the quality of the work in addition to the number of visits which is 


of paramount importance.

Chiropody 


The number of patients treated last year remained about the same. The tendency 
has been for an increase to occur in domiciliary treatment with a decrease in 
clinic or surgery treatment. I feel that it is important that we should encourage 
more patients to make the effort to visit the Chiropodist at his clinic or surgery 
rather than rely on domiciliary treatment, not only is domiciliary treatment much 
more expensive to provide but it is felt that the old people would generally benefit 


by the social contacts made whilst attending the Clinic, 


Home Help Service 


The Home Help Service was again provided mainly for the elderly. The number 
of households assisted during the year increased to about 800, while the number of 
hours expended rose by just over 14% - This is an expected and significant trend 


as it is felt that some of the cases have too few hours to really benefit and 


efforts will be made to give maximum improvement to recipients in this category,
